REMARKS 

By this amendment, claim 1 is amended to clarify the Markush group language and claims 
21 and 76 are amended to include the term "recombinant" in the preamble thereby improving 
correspondence with the claim body. Support for the amendments can be found in the original 
claims. No issue of new matter arises. 

Rejection under 35 CISC §112 

The Advisory Action alleged that claim 1 recited an improper Markush group. Applicants 
appreciate the courtesies extended their representative in a July 17, 2008 telephone conference in 
assisting Applicants' representative to craft a more acceptable format. Claim 1 is amended to more 
properly recite Markush language. This rejection is thereby obviated. 

Rejection under 35 (JSC §101 

The Advisory Action indicated that claims 21 and 76 faced a possible rejection under 35 USC 
§ 1 0 1 if they were to be entered. The filing of this RCE serves to effect entry of the Amendment filed 
c after the final rejection. Accordingly claim amendments are introduced to respond to the Examiner's 
advice. 

Applicants appreciate the courtesies extended their representative in a July 17, 2008 
telephone conference wherein the Examiner suggested possible wording that would avoid this 
rejection. Claims 21 and 76 are amended to recite "recombinant" (one of the words suggested by 
the Examiner) in their preambles. This rejection is thereby obviated. 

Conclusion 

In view of the above amendments and remarks, Applicants respectfully request 
reconsideration and withdrawal of all pending rejections. Applicants respectfully submit that the 
application is now in condition for allowance and request prompt issuance of a Notice of Allowance.
